EDITORIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 


Ava. 20.—South of Amador two miles, is a 
larger and very pleasant mining town, called 
Sutter, or more generally Satter Creek. It is 
situated in a fine small valley where the hills 
recede back from the creek of the same name 
with the town ; but the tillable low lands are 
too limited for any extensive farming. Yet as 
a place for permanent residences with large 


gardens and door yards, and every facility for 


rendering homes lovely, with continual water, 
good soil and a romantic situation, we scarcely 
know of a town in the mountains to be pre 

fered to it. The population here consists ofan 
unusual propostion of families, there being 
some sixty, while the number of inhabitants 
may be not over two hundred and fifty. The 
buildings are generally good framed houses, 
well painted and pleasantly ornamented with 
vines and fruit trees. Yet the town, especially 
in its suburbs, has a number of those forbid- 
ding, shittless looking dwellings, open to the 
street, or the barren commons around, without 
a tree, shrub, flowers or plant to beautify them, 
and render a residence lovely. We dislike to 
visit such, for generally tales of discontent, of 
disappointment and of sadness, are the themes 
of conversation, and while our sympathies are 
really and strongly awakened, the thoughts 
which arise are, why do not these men put 
up a little fence about the house, or before 
the front door at least, and set out some plants 
and little trees, and help their sisters weed, 
water and take care of them? How much hap- 
pier, how much healthier, how much better all 
would be! Yet we think Sutter has less of 
these kind of residences or temporary abodes, 
than almost any other place we have visited. 
And even these are constantly diminishing, 
while good dwellings inclosed by tasty picket 
fences are appearing in cheir stead. The same 
happy change is also witnessed taking place 
over the whole country, as the spirit of wild 
adventure dies away, and people settle down 
more and more tosecure for themselves perma 

nent homes. The place has a good Church, 
owned by the people, and not by a sect, in 
which a congregation, as we were told, of gen- 
erally over a hundred meet to worship God and 
listen to His truth, whether addressed to them 
by Baptists, Methodists or other ministers 
They have a fine Sunday School, as well as a 
good week-day publicschool, and the usual so- 
cial and reformitory organizations of the eoun- 


try. Quartz mining is the principal business 
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of the place, keeping in operation three crusb- 

ing mills during the season of water, yet it is 

a fair centre of business for @ fine district of 

country around. The bills in the region are 

beginning to be cultivated for grain and hay 

while all the small valleys are admirable for 
8. 

Jacxson.—South of Sutter three miles is 
the county-seat, a large town called Jackson- 
It is a place of many foreign residents in the 
northern and central portions, Chinese, Span- 
ish, French, German, &c., but in the southern 
and eastern, are residing many worthy Amer- 
ican families, of intelligence and enterprise. 
Mining in the immediate vicinity seems 


to be limited, and the business of the place 


appears dependent much upon its connection 
with the county as shiretowo. Yet upon the 
south, commencing within a quarter of a mile, 
and extending three miles is a good mining 
section, though now much exbausted, where 
some hundred or more miners are engaged in 
surface or hill diggings to good advantage. 
Water is here scarce, and the summer is more 
generally improved in drifting out from the 
hills, or throwing up, in the more level regions, 
dirt to be wasbed when the wet sh 
come. Two-and a-half miles south is a good 
quartz mill, where fair returns are netted to 
the proprietors. We might mention vast re- 
ceipts after the manner of some, but though 
true in themselves, yet they would convey a 
very false impression abroad. As an example, 
in the lead connected with this mill, by one 
blast, rock of such richness was throwa out 
that three thousand dollars were extracted from 
it in a day and a half of labor. But the real 
facts are, that the lead is one of only moderate 
richness, while once in some length of time, a 
kind of poeket is struck in it of vast richness. 
Three times only for now about three years 
have such pockets been struck. Such rare oc- 
currences are generally these chronicled in the 
public prints, and the impression abroad espe- 
cially in the Atlantic States, is most erroneous 
that such are common receipts. Indeed, in 
some of these wonderful reports we have found 
that actually on the average, the men interest 
ed were not making expenses. 

To the north of Jackson is also some fair 
surface mining, and at a distance of a mile and 
a half is another old and good quartz mill. 
Within the last year a number of new quartz 
leads have been struck in this region as report 
ed, but no thorough work yet commenced upon 
them. Thus through this section of the coun- 
try on a line north and south within a distance 
of nine or ten miles, there are now in operation 
thirteen good quartz mills crashing rock of an 
average yield of fifteen dollars to the ton, we 
should judge. The average expense for all the 
work, we should judge, to be not far from eight 
dollars the ton. Bat the proprietors, almost 
without exception, appear to be laying out all 
their income in improvements, expecting that 
ultimately by this means, their receipts may be 
raised to twenty or thirty dollars the ton, and 
their expenses reduced to six or even five. 
The American and business portion of Jackson, 
is steadily improving. Society is fair, but it 
seems to lack something. We should think 
this lack, perhaps, to be that of the regulating, 
elevating, and permanently stirring influence 
of christian enterprise, which shows itself in

Above Jackson is an istermission in the 
mining at present in Amador county, for a dis- 
tance of seven or eight miles, through a region 
of noble timber, where we are brought into the 
third or highest division of the county, of fea- 
tures distinct from those below. An account

A Description of Salt Lake. 


BY JOHN HYDE, JUN. LATE RESIDENT Ar SALT 
LAKE CITY. 


About two thousand miles west of New 
York, in 40° 45’ N. lat. and 112° W. long. 
is Salt Lake City. Separated as well from t 
western frontier as from the Pacific coast, b 
dreary, timberless sand plains, hig 
mountains, and rapid fivers, the Mormons 
form an isolated people, and their home is al. 
most shut out from the rest ef the world. Af. 
ter two months’ tedious and fatiguing travel- 
ing over deserts and mountains, the view of the 
city bursts upon one like a gleam of sunshine 
on a stormy day. We @merge from a sinuous 
mountain gorge, and the valley is before us.— 
It looks bleak and barren; not a tree or stream 
to be seen from our point of view, except black, 
inaccessible pines on the tops of the mountains 
behind us, and the C Creek by our side. 
A low, irregular range of bills rises about thir- 
ty miles in front and close iu the valley, that 
looks like a sand plain, Were it not for the 
knowledge that life and homes are under the 
brow of tbe rolling bench on which we stand, 
we should feel di We observe that 
around and above us, for several hundred feet, 
there are regular level lines of sand and soil on 
the mountain sides, and we can trace them dis- 

t the rocks rise in abrupt, jagged peaks 
above these levels. Those” lines are called 
“benches.” They were produced by water, and 
were the ancient shores of the blue iake, of 
which we can just catch a glimpse, about thir- 
ty-five miles to the northwest. Valleys smi- 
ling with vegetation and swarming with life 
were once the salted beds of this vast inland 
sea; mountain rangés were its rocky and es- 
carped islands; ravines were its straits; and 
sweeping hollows its unknown It was 
then many score of times larger it now is. 
At present it measures nearly seventy miles 
long from north to south, abd thirty miles 
from east to west. It is still constantly di- 
minishing in size; and many can remember 
when they rowed their flat-boat, in plenty of 
water, where there are now mud flats coated 
with a dazzling layer of salt. Out of the lake 
rises several abrupt islands, in some of which, 


of cold and deliciously fresh wat r. 

The water of the lake is more 1711 
pregnated with salt than the Dead Sea o 
estine, which it might almost be imagined 
resemble, were it not that while that sea is 
1000 feet below, this lake is 4200 feet above the 


the great central basin of thé interior, aud for 
500 miles from north to south, and 


from east to west, all the rivers empt 
selves into this receptacle. The specific grav- 
ity of its water, varying according to the quan. 
tity of fresh water it receives-at the different 
seasons, is from 1-16 to 1-18. It contains 
more than 22 per cent. of mineral salts in so- 
lution, and is so buoyant in consequence as to 
render sinkiog or complete submersion impos- 
sible. Quite a singular seosation is produced 
by this singular property, any one being able 
to stand in it, and it, of course, offering equal 
resistaoce to motion through as to sinking in 
it. A negro can bathe ia it, and, by remaini 
a few moments in the sun, become a crystals 
white man! Numerous salt boileries are in ac- 
tive operation on the shores; aod from four 
ga lons of water they obtein nearly one gallon 
of clean dry ealt. 3 an analysis made by 
Dr. L. D. Gale, one hundred parts by weight 
of water were found to give 22-422 solid con- 
tents; of this, 20-196 were common salt, 1-834 
sulphate of soda, 0.252 chlorid of magnesium, 
a trace of chlorid of caleium. It is desti- 
tute of any organic life, strangles the taster, 
and is frequently agitated by very violent 
storms. 

We glance at the lake and retrace our steps 
to the city. We passa boiling sulphur and 
warm chalybeate and Harrow-gate springs, 
which well from the solid rock and form 
ls; cross broad saleratus lakes, that lie glis- 
tening, with their coatings of alkali, in the sun, 
— stop at the north gate of the City 


This wall is of madand straw baked into 
cement. It is twelve feet high, six feet wide at 
the base gradually lessening till it becomes 
two and a half feet on top. It is defended by 
a wide, deep moat in Front, and bastions at 
semi-musket range. These bastions are pierced 
with loop-holes, to afford a front and flank fire 
in case Of an attack. This wall encircles the 
whole city, and can be traced, like a black belt, 
crossing ravines and spurs of mountains.— 
. the Mormons 
ave on there about ten years, 
pears quite an undertaking; and quite nab. 
ulous underteking when it is considered that 
the hills rise abrubtly around it, and thata 
man could get high enough, and yet be suffi- 
ciently near to kill with a rifle any one inside 
the city, and the wall be no more obstacle 
than a thread paper. This wall was one of 
Brigham’s ruses to keep the peeple constant- 
ly employed, and accustom them to the idea of 
having to defend themselves at some future er 
We enter at the north gate of this city wall, 
climb an elevation to our left, and Salt Lake 
City lies before us. It isa small city spread 
over a large surface. It has about 15,000 in- 
babitants, and covers an area of six square 
miles. Of these 15,000 inhabitants, at least 
10,000 are females. A large proportion of the 
men in this city are polygamist; almost all the 
“authorities of Zion” live bere with families 
comprising from twenty-five to two wives each, 
and there are many more girls than boys born. 
This proportion is increared by ma y marrikd 
men being absent on missions; and would be 
still larger were it not for the number of single 
oung men who are compelled to be bachelors 
om the scarcity of single females. This po 


ulation is perfectly j at least two.

thirds are English and Scotch people. Welsh, 
Danes, and Awericans com the remaining 
third part. I think that certainly not over 
one-sixth of the inhabitants of Salt Lake City 
are Americans; and they are generally from the 
Western frontiers, with the narrow prejudices 
and ignorance common to th ir birth-pluc:. 
The city is divided into square blocks con- 
taining ten acres «ach, and int-rsected at right 
angles by streets one hundrd and thirty-two 
feet wide. At the edges of the sidewalks flow 
htt'e streams of cold, clear water. These are 
conducted over all the city; they are obtained 
from several of the many mountain creeks 
that pour down their melted snows into Salt 
Lake. Their water is used for irrigating the 
soil, without which neither spring flowers, ear- 
ly vegetables, nor cereals could be caltiva'ed. 
Atong the margin of there streams—which ma- 
terial to enhance the beauty of the place, 
as when merease the comfort of the inhabit- 
ants—are planted many cotton-wood, locust, 
and otber rapidly-growing trees. Their green 
liveries give the city a charming relief, in con- 
trast with the desert and desolate valley.— 
From our point of view Heber O. Kimball’s 
block of buildings are to our right. To our 
right, a little below, is the a - block, sur- 
rounded by a wall and trees. Parallel with 
this is the Tithing Office—here are deposited 
the contributions of the faithful. On a line 
with this are the buildings of Brigham Young. 


We retrace our steps, and here, on the cor- 
ner of the main street, is“ Council House.” 
This is a stone structure forty-five feet square. 
It was built by the Choreb, and used as u 
court house and legislative hall. Subsequent! 
it has been employed as an “endowment room,” 
bat is pow occupid by the Church Press.”— 
Thence is issued the Mormon weekly newspa- 
per; and from Brigham's office to these premis 
es the Mormon devil often has to run for “copy 
for the Deseret News.” 

We are now opposite to the Temple Block. 
It covers an area of ten acres, and is surround- 
ed by an adobe wall, with a neat stone coping, 
around which are trees. We enter the bl 
at the east gate. Right before us are the 
foundations of the Mormon Temple. This is 
apa ly —t! ough — with 
a stu ous — It 
is in the shape of a parallelogram, with four 
octagonal towers—one at corner. I 
intended to measure 193 feet in from 
east to west, and 105 feet from north to south, 
both through the centre of the building. Its 
entrance will front the east, with a massive 


gateway. Ite foundations, which age foolishly 
costly, are of solid rock. are sixteen

The New Tork. journals, noticing the 
condemnation of a murderer in that city, 
says that he did not seem much affect- 
ed, for that, on entering the prison door, 
he turned to the crowd and said, Three 
cheers for the kingdom of heaven, I am 
g to see God.” 
To us, however, it appears that the 
eriminal was deeply effected, and that no 
better proof of this is required than his 
‘behavior. The man was plainly in an ex- 
‘cited, hb „ balf-insane condition, 
and hardly knew what he said. More per- 
‘sons, when under sentence of death, be- 
have thas than is generally supposed. It 
fs customary, in newspaper reports of ex- 
ecutions, to declare that the sufferer died 
firmly, when any honest spectator, who 
‘has witnessed such affairs, will tell you 
that, in most cases, the victim can hardly 
walk, or is stupefied with the brandy he 
bas eagerly begged for, or is so excited 
that he doesnot know what he is saying. 
Even Louis the Sixteenth, as now appears, 
was no exception to this rule; for he 
shrieked and fonght with his executioners; 
and this, though he had, beyond almost 
all other men, every motive to die with 
silent dignity. | 
It has been the fashion to quote the 
of great men, condemned to the ecaf- 
d, as proofs of their indifference to 
death, or their Ohristian resignation, or 
both. We think this also a mistake — 
Sir Thomas More’s ghostly wit, when they 
led bim to the blodk, would be too horri-
